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3. On page two, revise the section beginning "This product is recommended for use in 
household and commercial humidifiers ... " by deleting the reference to control of "a build up of slime 
and". The claim for control of slime is only appropriate for products used in an industrial setting 
such as to control slime in the manufacture of paper. 

4. Your label does not include directions for use of this product as a "sanitizer" for 
Ultrasonic Baths. As such revise page two to state: "This product is a versatile broad spectrum - -
disinfectant formulated for use in Ultrasonic Baths (Ultrasonic cleaning units)." 

5. Delete the material "sealed fiberglass" from the 9th bullet in the left column on page three. 
It is unclear what is meant by this descriptor. It i~ preferable to list specific surfaces made of 

fiberglass. 

6. Delete the reference to urinals in the directions "From Concentrate:" on page five. It is 
not appropriate to treat a urinal with the concentrate as there is no water in the urinal in which to 

dilute this product. 

7. The Agency has concerns regarding the following statement in the "Directions for 
Fogging:" on page six: "To sanitize hard, non-porous room surfaces as a adjunct to acceptable ... as 
described above." Delete this statement. 

8. Revise the directions for fogging to include the following statement: " ... All food contact 
surfaces must be sanitized with an EPA approved/ood contact sanitizer solution of200 ppm ... prior 

to use ... " 

9. A cancelled product may not be used to support the use of this product on leather. Delete 
the entire section on page seven beginning: "Leather Use: This product can also ... " and ending: "Do 

not breathe spray."

10. Delete the use of this product for "Disinfecting Potato Storage Area and Equipment" on .
